He had his first stay at 
Ty Hafan, the family 
hospice for young lives, 
a couple of years ago, 
when his condition 
began to deteriorate and 
getting around became 
more difficult for him. 

“Rhys loves to go and 
stay at Ty Hafan and 
never wants to come 
home,” said his mum 
Diane. 


“Especially if he 
knows his mate Kyle 
Jenkins is going to be 
there as well - two mon¬ 
keys together (double 
trouble)! I think he feels 
like a normal child when 
he is there as the boys 
are all the same as him.” 

“We let him go to Ty 
Hafan on his own as he 
doesn’t want mum and 
dad there. It also gives 
us sometime on our own 
to do normal things with 
his younger brother 
Owain.” 

Fortunately, up until 
now, he has been able to 
enjoy mainstream 
school, spending his pri¬ 
mary years at Brackla 
Junior where he was 
able to take part in PE 
and he really enjoyed his 
art lessons. 

More recently, how¬ 
ever, he has found com¬ 
ing to terms with his 
condition difficult, as his 
classmates are obviously 
moving on in their 
development and he 
sometimes feels a bit left 
behind. 

But you can be sure

TWO ARRESTS 
AS POLICE PROBE 
SCHOOL BLAZE 


TWO people have 
been arrested and 
are currently on 
bail as police con¬ 
tinue their investi¬ 
gations into the 
cause of the fire at 
Archbishop 
McGrath RC 
Comprehensive 
School in Tondu. 

The fire broke out in 
the early hours of last 
Wednesday and is being 
treated by police as sus¬ 
picious. 

Fifty firefighters bat¬ 
tled with the blaze, 
which destroyed three 
classrooms and damaged 
the sports hall. 

It started in the design 
and technology depart¬ 


ment at about 3am. 

Eight houses at near¬ 
by Heol yr Ysgol and 
Bryn Road had to be 
evacuated because of 
fears that gas cylinders 
would explode. 

The school was closed 
last week but re-opened 
to older pupils on 
Monday with the 
younger ones returning 
on Tuesday. 

A police spokesman 
said that they were still 
appealing for witnesses, 
especially as a number 
of arson attacks took 
place in the neighbour¬ 
hood at about the same 
time. 

Attempts were made 
to start a fire at 
Ynysawdre school, on 
the adjoining site, and a 


Plan to make area a mecca for cyclists 

Garw Valley’s vision 
of a brighter future 


A bright new future 
as a top tourist area 
could await the 
Garw Valley - if the 
community council 
has its way. 

The council, which 
has already brought in 
millions of pounds in 
grants to create Parc 
Calon Lan and other 
attractions, is now hard 
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at work on an ambitious 
scheme to link up with 
the Afan Valley and 
attract some of the thou¬ 
sands of cyclists who 
visit the Afan. 

The cycle tracks in 
the Afan Valley are now 
listed in the top 10 of 
such track complexes 
worldwide and thou¬ 
sands of people visit the 
valley each week to 
cycle the many miles of 
mountain track that 
exist. 

There has been con¬ 
siderable spin-off for the 
valley, with a new 
Cyclists’ Lodge recently 
opening at Dyffryn to 
provide accommodation 
as well as smaller guest 
houses. 

Wyn Davies, who is 
clerk of the Garw Valley 
Community Council, 
said that there was scope 
to tap into this: “We 
want a share of this 
lucrative tourism market. 

“There have been 
huge benefits to the Afan 
- there are now 11 
guests houses in 
Glyncorrwg alone - a 
former pit village which 
never had any tourism. 

“There are 130,000 
visitors to the Afan 
Valley a year - and the 
vast majority are moun¬ 
tain bikers,” said Mr 
Davies. 

“We want to tap into 
that and it will be of 
mutual benefit because it 


will make the Afan more 
attractive if extra routes 
can be offered to give 
cyclists some variety.” 

Work has already 
been carried out in the 
Garw to create a circular 
trail for walkers and 
cyclists starting at 
Bryngarw House and 
coming up the valley to 
Blaengarw - running 
alongside the lakes and 
Parc Calon Lan. 

The park and the trail 
have been created 
through a partnership of 
the community council 
and Cydcoed which is 
part of the Forestry 
Commission. 

There are also miles 
of roads through the 
forests that cyclist 
already use. 

“We have 105 miles 
of rights of way in the 
Garw from Betws to 
Blaengarw and you can 
ride bikes along them,” 
he said. “We already get 
hundreds of people com¬ 
ing over from the Afan 
across the mountain. 

“But our aim is to cre¬ 
ate a proper and perma¬ 
nent link link between 
Glyncorrwg, where there 
is a mountain bike cen¬ 
tre, and Blaengarw.” 

The Community 
Council has met Neath 
Port Talbot Council and 
they are supporting the 
project. 

The council has also 
commissioned a profes¬ 


sional cyclist to look at 
the tracks and trails that 
already exist and come 
back with his recom¬ 
mendations. 

“He was absolutely 
astounded at the poten¬ 
tial in the valley,” said 
Mr Davies. “He said it 
could be the number one 
site in Wales.”

She said: “We would 
like to thank staff, pupils 
and parents for their 
patience, as well as the 
emergency services for 
their swift response - 
and the many council 
officers who have 
worked tirelessly to get 


the school re-opened.” 

School governor 
Dennis Hooper said that 
the priority now was to 
bring the school commu¬ 
nity back together to 
deliver the highest stan¬ 
dard of education. 

He added: “The teach¬ 
ing staff, led by acting 
headteacher Rev. Dr 
Philip Manghan, will 
ensure that pupils return 
to their day to day rou¬ 
tines with minimal dis¬ 
ruption.”

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Health and safety culture has 
stopped the horrors of the past 


Y OU will often read 
criticism in the 
papers of a ‘health 
and safety’ culture in this 
country. 

Normally, of course, health 
and safety would be regarded 
as a good thing, ensuring chil¬ 
dren don’t get hurt and people 
don’t get injured in work. 

Children’s playgrounds are a 
good example of how things 
have changed. When I was lit¬ 
tle, there existed a ride in the 
playground called the Witch’s 
Hat. 

It was basically an upside 
down cone suspended from a 
central pole, much like the trap 
on the board game Mousetrap. 

It swivelled, but also swung, 
which meant that it was fairly 
easy to trap your legs between 
the metal cone and the pole. It 


was considered so dangerous 
that it was removed, even in 
the carefree days of the 1970s. 

Since then, we’ve seen the 
roundabouts go and the sur¬ 
faces have changed from solid 
concrete to soft rubber. 

I grew up with the old-style 
playgrounds and no doubt 
many will claim that they did 
us no harm, but there were far 
more injuries then than now, 
and there’s no doubt that the 
playgrounds we have now are 
far safer than they were. 

We can trace the history of 
health and safety in the work¬ 
place as well. In the 19th cen¬ 
tury, there wasn’t any. 

Miners worked underground 
with naked candles and chil¬ 
dren were employed in the 
mills at the carpet presses. 

Their job was to scurry 
across carpets picking up fluff 


before the hydraulic press came 
down on them. If they didn’t 
get out of the way they were 
crushed. 

In mining, the cloth cap has 
gone, replaced by the helmet 
(although some of the old min¬ 
ers used to sneak the caps back 
on years ago). 

If you go underground now 
you get ear protectors, a battery 
lamp and a self-rescuer, which 
allows you to breathe safely if 
there are poisonous gases in the 
mine. 

At the face, water is used to 
suppress the dust and the work¬ 
ers there wear face masks and 
goggles. 

There are many of us in 
south Wales who have seen the 
effect of coal dust on the lungs 
of men, particularly in the 
anthracite district of the west¬ 
ern coalfield. 


I saw plenty of old miners 
who fought for their breath and 
were housebound at a young 
age, dependent on a nebuliser 
to give them oxygen. 

Many of us will know of 
those who worked with 
machinery without ear protec¬ 
tion, making them almost deaf 
at a young age. 

Many of us will also remem¬ 
ber men dying in their early 
60s and people thinking that 
they had had ‘a good innings’ 
because so many died young 
after working for years in the 
mining conditions of the past. 

Let’s not forget that it was 
also common to see accidents 
underground that claimed the 
lives of 10 or more miners until 
the late 1960s. 

Too much health and safety? 
I don’t think so.

Is surplus school 
set to become a 
community centre? 


A VALLEY infants 
school, which is 
due to close within 
weeks, is set to 
have a new lease of 
life as a community 
centre. 

Blaenllynfi Infants 
School in Caerau is 
being vacated shortly 
when pupils transfer to 
the new Caerau Primary 
School, which is being 
built at the moment. 

They will join pupils 
from Caerau Nursery 
and Blaencaerau Junior 
School in this purpose- 
built school. The trans¬ 
fer will leave Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council with the prob¬ 
lem of what to do with 
the vacated school 
buildings. 

A report to the cabi¬ 
net said that it had orig¬ 
inally been planned to 
sell the three school 
sites, retaining part of 
Blaenllynfi Infants, 
which is used by the 
Flying Start team. Any 
money raised would 


have been reinvested in 
the school modernisa¬ 
tion programme. 

However, there is 
currently little interest 
in these sites from 
prospective purchasers. 
Private developers have 
been approached but all 
have said that Caerau is 
not an area where they 
require sites. 

Housing Associations 
have also stated they 
have no requirements in 
Caerau. 

The report, from 
Gareth Moss, corporate 
director of resources, 
said that a combination 
of Caerau’s location as 
the most northerly part 
of the borough , the fact 
that it is one of the 
areas of greatest social 
and economic depriva¬ 
tion in Wales, and the 
recession made these 
sites very difficult to 
market for commercial, 
residential or retail 
development. 

Local members have 
been consulted and it 
was agreed that leaving 


the buildings unoccu¬ 
pied for any length of 
time would be detri¬ 
mental to the area. 

It has decided to 
demolish Blaencaerau 
Junior School as soon 
as possible after it is 
vacated to minimise 
health and safety issues, 
and the negative social 
impact of the empty 
buildings. 

Caerau Nursery has 
already been demol¬ 
ished as the children 
have been transferred 
temporarily to 
Blaenllynfi until the 
new school is ready. 

There has been inter¬ 
est in Blaenllynfi 
Infants from the Caerau 
Development Trust 
which wants to use the 
building for the commu¬ 
nity. 

The trust has said it 
wishes to buy the site at 
market value based on a 
district valuer’s valua¬ 
tion. But members need 
six months to secure the 
capital funding. 

At the moment, a 


new business plan is 
being produced to 
assess the viability of 
the scheme. 

Mr Moss said that in 
order to reduce potential 
vandalism and also 
reduce the cost to the 
council of making the 
building secure, it was 
proposed that the trust 
be granted a six-month 
licence to occupy the 
empty buildings as soon 
as the children move 
out. 

The trust would be 
able to pilot some of 
their proposals and 
secure funding. 

At the end of the 
period, the buildings 
would either revert back 
to the council or be 
bought by the trust. 
Flying Start will contin¬ 
ue to occupy their part 
of the site, and owner¬ 
ship of that building 
will remain with the 
council. 

A further report will 
be made to cabinet at 
the end of the six-month 
period.

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GROWING 
PROBLEM 
OF ADULT 
SOCIAL CARE 


SOME interesting 
facts about the 
population of 
Bridgend county 
borough have 
recently emerged. 

In 2007, the popula¬ 
tion of the borough 
stood at 133,917, com¬ 
pared to 128,645 in 
2001 . 

The ethnic origins of 
the population are said 
to be 98.63 per cent 
white; 0.48 per cent, 
Chinese; 0.42 per cent 
Asian; 0.08 per cent 
black and 0.38 per cent 
are of mixed race. 

Bridgend has an age 
profile similar to Wales 
as a whole - 60 per cent 
are of working age and 
20 per cent are of retire¬ 
ment age. 

The borough has an 
over-65 population of 
over 17 per cent of the 
total with a high con¬ 
centration of people in 
that age group living in 
Porthcawl. The Welsh 
average is 16 per cent. 

The figures were pro¬ 
duced in a report by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council on 


providing adult social 
care in the future. 

The population of 
Bridgend is expected to 
increase by six per cent 
(8000 people) across all 
age groups by 2015, ris¬ 
ing by a further 13,000 
by 2030. 

The number of people 
aged 65 and over by 
2015 will have 
increased by 22 per cent 
or 5000 people and that 
trend will continue. 

And the number of 
people aged 75 and over 
will have increased by 
17 per cent by 2015. 

The over 85’s will 
increase by 23 per cent 
over the same period. 

A model of social 
care has been drawn up 
to reflect the changing 
demography of the area. 

Changes are needed 
in adult social care 
because the present sys¬ 
tem is unsustainable in 
the face of these demo¬ 
graphic changes and on¬ 
going financial pres¬ 
sures. 

The plan is still at 
draft stage and will now 
go out for consultation 
before being adopted.

A REMARKABLE 
document that links 
Cowbridge with the 
creator of Dr Finlay’s 
Casebook has been 
presented to a Welsh 
heritage museum. 

The Cowbridge connec¬ 
tion revolves around the 
Hinde family. The late Dr 
Graham Hinde was for 30 
years the head of radiology 
at Llandough Hospital, spe¬ 
cialising in the serious lung 
disorders that were the 
legacy of the mining indus¬ 
try in Wales. 

It is likely that Dr Hinde 
was drawn to that area of 
medical practice because 
his father was Dr W 
Cathcarte Hinde, a GP in 
the valley community of 
Tynewydd. 

When he took up his 
duties, around the turn of 
the century, it was a small 
village. However, as the 
mining industry grew, so 
did his practice and work¬ 
load. He tended to his 


many patients by travelling 
in a pony and trap and, as 
the practice grew, he took 
on trainee doctors. 

One of these was AJ 
Cronin, who went on to 
write The Citadel, which 
was set in the Rhondda, 
and also Dr Finlay’s 
Casebook. 

The document in ques¬ 
tion was given to Dr W 
Cathcarte Hinde in 1907 by 
the people of Tynewydd, on 
the occasion of his wed¬ 
ding. It was a beautifully 
illustrated and inscribed 
tribute to a much-loved GP. 

His son, Dr Graham 
Hinde, served as a ship’s 
doctor in the Royal Navy 
in World War Two, mainly 
on escort ships guarding 
convoys that were heading 
for the northern ports of 
Russia. 

After the war, he spe¬ 
cialised in radiology, and 
came to live in Cowbridge 
when he took up his post in 
Llandough. He is survived 
by his daughter Jane, who 


lives in America. 

The document has been 
looked after by Mr Neil 
Trehame of Cowbridge, but 
he has now decided that it 
should be in a suitable 
museum, and chose the 
Rhondda Heritage 
Museum. 

Mr Treharne was for 
many years a friend and 
mentor to the Hinde family. 
For three decades, he ran a 
dry cleaning business in 
Cowbridge. 

After his recent visit to 
the Rhondda Heritage 
Museum, Mr Treharne said: 
“I am delighted to deliver 
this important relic of south 
Wales history into the safe 
keeping of the museum, in 
tribute to the dedicated care 
of two generations of the 
Hinde family who did so 
much for the health and 
welfare of people from the 
Rhondda and south Wales. 

“They were caring peo¬ 
ple of significant talent.”

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Couple who share love of Welsh 
ponies see a dream come true

AYOUNG 
Pontyclun couple, 
who share a mutual 
love of Welsh 
mountain ponies, 
have seen their 
dreams come true. 

Bethan Hooper and 
Rhydian Donati took 
the top prize at the Vale 
Show with their pony 
Calon Lan. 

The couple have been 
together since February 
2008, after meeting at a 


pub in the town. 

Rhydian and Bethan 
both have a passion for 
Welsh Mountain ponies 
and Rhydian had shown 
ponies for Dr Wynne 
Davies, of the famous 
Ceulan Stud in Miskin. 
Bethan owned two 
ponies herself but had 
achieved little success at 
showing them. 

The couple paid a 
visit to the stud, which is 
near their home, and in 
April received a phone 
call to say that a new 


foal had been born there. 

The palamino colt 
was the son of the 
famous Ceulan Cariad 
and Rhydian decided to 
buy him when he was 
just one day old. 

The couple chose the 
name Ceulan Calon Lan 
and proudly took him 
home last August. 

Bethan, aged 19, lives 
with her parents Ann and 
Ian Hooper at Milwas 
House in Groesfaen. She 
is a student at Pencoed 
College on an equine 
studies course. 

Rhydian, aged 30, is 
an electrician and also 
lives with his parents. 

The couple have 
shown Calon Lan over 
the past year. He was 
named supreme champi¬ 
on at the Glamorgan 
Foal and Young Stock 
Show: “I was used to 
losing so having a win¬ 
ner was a huge shock,” 
said Bethan. 

“Calon Lan took two 
more Section A champi¬ 
onships and I could not 


believe that my luck had 
changed so dramatically. 
I went from being last to 
beating everything!” 

Calon Lan took a sec¬ 
ond at the Royal Welsh 
and then won four shows 
on the trot including 
Bridgend and Gower 
Agricultural shows. 

At Llandeilo, they 
took the Reserve Section 
A championship, but the 
icing on the cake was 
the Vale Show where he 
was not only Young 
Stock Champion but also 
beat all the adult horses 
by taking the Section A 
championship as well. 

The couple also 
received a Welsh Pony 
and Cob Society Bronze 
medal. 

Bethan and Rhydian 
are now setting up their 
own stud and are living 
their dream: 

“We are also very 
grateful to my parents,” 
said Bethan. “We are 
using their stables and 
land to start with and we 
have a total of five 


Welsh Mountain ponies, 
including three mares. 

“We hope to buy 
another foal shortly but 
Calon Lan will be our 
stud stallion when he is 
old enough.” 

The new stud will use 
the name Milwas after 
the family home and this 
will be registered with 


the breed society. 

Bethan comes from a 
“horsey” family with 
two older sisters who 
take part in show jump¬ 
ing. 

Rhydian started help¬ 
ing out at the Ceulan 
Stud and as he always 
had a love of horses as a 
youngster.

Coun Morgan, cabinet 
member for Wellbeing, 


said: “Our Healthy 
Living Week motto is 
‘why not try’ because 
there are so many little 
things you can try to do 
to improve your own 
health. 

“That can include 
simple changes, like 
having an extra piece of 
fruit a day, or leaving 
the car behind and walk¬ 


ing instead. 

“There are also lots of 
excellent local activities 
on offer, like free walks 
with expert local guides, 
Nordic walking and 
cookery demonstrations. 

“ I hope everyone 
will look at the new 
website for their day by 
day guide of what is 
happening.” 


Maesteg town centre 
‘alley gates’ to keep 
out trouble-makers 


No council 
classes in 
Welsh 
for adults 


GATES are to be placed at 
either end of a lane in Maesteg 
which has become a major 
source of trouble in the town 
centre. 

The lane, which runs behind 
Plasnewydd Street and Talbot Street, 
will be gated by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) after the 
cabinet approved a gating order. 

Members heard that the lane is a 
crime and anti-social behaviour hot 
spot. Residents have complained bit¬ 
terly about drug users and drinkers 
hanging about in the lane, and also of 
vandalism to their rear gates. 

A trader whose property backs onto 
the land, said that everyone welcomed 
this move because of all the problems. 

He said: “Apart from the litter, the 
lane is disgusting, with people using it 
to urinate and defecate at night. 
Somebody was attacked in it and one 
night, back gates were kicked in as a 
gang rampaged through there.” 

The report to cabinet from Louise 
Fradd, corporate director of communi¬ 
ties, said that alley gating was a posi¬ 
tive form of crime prevention that 
reduces the opportunity to commit 
crimes like burglary, and also closes 
down escape routes for criminals. 

It also reduces the opportunities for 
people to indulge in anti-social behav¬ 
iour and results in reduced crime and 
disorder. 

The report went on: “Gates placed 
in Elder Lane in Bridgend have been 


effective in reducing the amount of 
discarded needles, alcohol related lit¬ 
ter, graffiti and public urination, and 
resulted in other benefits.” 

A report commissioned by the 
Community Safety Partnership into 
the Maesteg lane discovered from 
official crime data that 59 crimes and 
17 incidents of anti-social behaviour 
were recorded within a 12-month peri¬ 
od from September 2007. 

They said that installing the gates 
would reduce crime and anti-social 
behaviour and also reduce the fear of 
crime. 

An informal consultation with resi¬ 
dents and businesses has been held to 
assess the level of public support for 
the scheme, and this was followed by 
a formal consultation in July and 
August this year. 

The responses indicated general 
support for the scheme and there were 
no objections. 

The council will now commission 
the manufacture of the gates, which 
will be installed within six weeks. 

All residents and businesses, plus 
the public utilities, will be given keys 
ready for when the gates are in use. 

The scheme will cost £10,000 and 
the money has been provided by the 
Community Safety Partnership. 

The council has the power to make 
the gating order under the Clean 
Neighbourhoods and Environment Act 
of 2005. 


THE Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council has given 
The GEM a state¬ 
ment following our 
report last week 
about new adult 
education classes 
that are due to start 
in Bridgend during 
October. 

A spokesman said that 
although Welsh classes 
had been included in 
their community learn¬ 
ing brochure in previous 
years, the council has 
never provided Welsh 
classes for adults. 

These have historical¬ 
ly been delivered by 
Welsh for Adults and 
Bridgend College. 

She added that the 
2009 adult education 
classes are run at various 
centres but for one night 
per week. 

The old practice of 
running classes on more 
than one evening at cer¬ 
tain centres has been dis¬ 
continued, because num¬ 
bers were not high 
enough to sustain them. 


COUNCIL FIGHT FOR 
CYCLE TRAIL FUNDING 


(CONTINUED FROM 
PAGE ONE) 

The council is now fighting to 
get funding for up to 20 miles of 
trails to be created in the valley 
on top of what already exists. 

The trails would be created 
through the forestry and would 
give cyclists a link from the Garw 
over to the Afan and from there 
either to the Afan Argoed or 
Glyncorrwg. 

“Our feasibility study has gone 
everywhere and we hope to get 
some backing. 

We are also employing a pro¬ 
fessional fund raiser to find 


sources of money for us,” he 
added. 

The council is conscious of the 
fact that at present there is little 
accommodation locally and resi¬ 
dents are being asked to consider 
turning their homes into guest 
houses. 

The cycling tourism will go 
hand in glove with the develop¬ 
ment of tourism connected to 
walking, including Nordic walk¬ 
ing. 

“The aim is to provide a walk¬ 
ers’ lodge in the Garw where they 
can stay so that we can become a 
walking hub,” Mr Davies said. 

Angling could offer a further 


tourism arm, with the lakes 
attracting anglers who could pur¬ 
chase a daily ticket. 

The transformation of the 
Garw started some years ago 
when the old tips were swept 
away and landscaped in a major 
land reclamation scheme. 

Four lakes were created at that 
time which are now leased to the 
community council, along with 
another 200 plus acres of land. 

The council already employs 
two full time countryside wardens 
and is publishing literature on 
local trails and walks. 


New cycle route will link 
Caerau to Croeserw... 


A NEW community 
route is to be creat¬ 
ed linking Caerau 
to Croeserw. 

The track, which will 
be suitable for cycling 
and walking, is being 
provided by Sustrans 
Cymru as part of the 
Valleys Regional Park 
plan. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council will 
receive a grant of 
£250,000 to build the 
one-mile route within 
the Llynfi Valley. 
Funding is coming from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government’s Regional 
Park Project. 

The scheme will see 
the creation of a direct 
cycle and pedestrian 
link from Maesteg to 
the Afan Valley, which 
has built up a successful 
tourism industry based 
around mountain biking. 

The project will help 
create links between the 


two valleys and could 
see some of the visitors 
to the Afan Valley stay 
in accommodation in 
the Llynfi. 

Caerau is one of the 
most deprived wards in 
Bridgend and part of it 
is the 13th most 
deprived area in Wales. 

Providing surfaced 
cycle and walkways 
will help with safe, 
healthy and affordable 
transport routes for peo¬ 
ple without cars. 

BCBC has developed 
a network of communi¬ 
ty routes in the Garw 
and Ogmore valleys, but 
the Llynfi remains the 
only one not to have an 
extensive community 
route network. 

A route was created 
in 2000 by Groundwork 
from Nantyffyllon to 
Caerau. 

A second phase from 
Caerau to the old 
Caerau colliery site in 
the north of the valley 


was never implemented, 
but will now be built as 
part of the new project. 

A new link will also 
be needed from there 
through to Croeserw in 
the Afan valley, using 
private land. 

The Valleys Cycle 
Network (VCN) was 
launched in 2007 by the 
sustainable transport 
charity Sustrans Cymru, 
and is a vision of a net¬ 
work of 227 miles of 
new walking and 
cycling routes across 
the South Wales valleys. 

The VCN includes 
the Llynfi to Afan link. 
This project will cost 
£22m in total over three 
years, and sets out to 
improve the valley areas 
of south east and south 
west Wales. 

Sustrans has a budget 
of £250,000 for the 
Llynfi-Afan link and the 
council has been invited 
to manage the scheme 
and deliver the track. 


The new route will 
run from Caerau to the 
border with Neath Port 
Talbot Council at 
Croeserw. 

It will run over three 
separate plots of land - 
one owned by BCBC, 
one in other public 
ownership, and one in 
private ownership. 

There will be a need 
for agreements with the 
private landowners as 
well as planning con¬ 
sent. 

Detailed designs, 
costings and planning 
briefs will be produced 
as well as a community 
consultation scheme. 

It is likely to go out 
to tender next April. 

The route will be 
maintained under the 
highways budget in 
future and will be built 
to the highest adoptable 
standards to reduce 
maintenance costs.

AM’s concerns over new 
club vetting proposals 


PROPOSALS to 
make parents who 
volunteer with chil¬ 
dren’s clubs liable 
for vetting and reg¬ 
istration with a 
government agency 
have rung alarm 
bells with 
Conservative AM 
Alun Cairns. 

He told The GEM that 
he had been contacted 
by some Cub and Scout 
groups already, because 
parents play a key role 
in providing help and 
transport. 

He said: “I am asking 
organisations involved 
with children such as 
sports clubs, Brownies, 
Cubs - whatever, to get 


in touch and explain 
how they may be affect¬ 
ed and how the new 
rules would impinge on 
their activities. 

“I think we need to 
get a full picture of how 
these proposals would 
actually work out in the 
real world.” 

Mr Cairns said that 
everyone would support 
moves to prevent pae¬ 
dophiles from having 
access to children, but 
there was a danger that 
more than 11 million 
people would be forced 
to register with the 
Independent 
Safeguarding Authority 
or face criminal prosecu¬ 
tion and a fine. 

He said: “There must 
be some common sense 


introduced into this 
argument and I welcome 
the decision to carry out 
a further review of these 
recommendations. ’ ’ 

“If we can get some 
hard facts together from 
organisations that are at 
the sharp end, it could 
help to ensure that we do 
not end up with exces¬ 
sive controls which 
would deter people from 
volunteering with these 
organisations. 

“If that were to hap¬ 
pen, it would be the chil¬ 
dren themselves who 
would be the losers.”

Boy ‘critical’ after rescue 
makes good recovery 


CREWMEN from Barry 
Dock RNLI raced to the 
rescue after three boys were 
swept away by a riptide last 
Saturday (September 19). 

Gerry Adams, spokesman for 
Barry RNLI said: “Three boys 
were swimming in good sea condi¬ 
tions. One got into difficulty and 
the others tried to help. 

“Two managed to get ashore 
suffering with hypothermia.” 

Volunteers from the Barry 
Dock RNLI launched the Trent 
class lifeboat and its boarding boat 
to search the Whitmore Bay 


(Barry Island) area for the third 
boy, under the command of 
coxswain Hugh Davies. 

Mr Adams continued: “The boy 
was located by the lifeboat crew 
and was taken onto the RNLI 
boarding boat. 

“Dean Caldwell, an ambulance 
service technician, who is one of 
the RNLI volunteer crew mem¬ 
bers, went aboard to provide first 
aid. 

“The boy was transferred 
ashore, where RNLI lifeboat crew 
Dean Caldwell, Josh Brown and 
Dave Brooks continued to provide 
first aid until an RAF helicopter 


arrived with three paramedics on 
board.” 

The boy was airlifted to the 
University Hospital Wales, where 
he was reported to be in a critical 
condition. 

RNLI volunteers visited him in 
hospital on Tuesday and reported 
that he was making a full recovery. 

The two other boys were taken 
to hospital butwere later dis¬ 
charged. 

Gerry Adams added: “The 
RNLI is a volunteer organisation 
that relies on the public for fund¬ 
ing.

How Parliament works... 

(No 1) Select Committees 


O VER the coming weeks, I plan to 
write a number of articles about 
aspects of the work in Parliament 
that you may not know about, or want to 
understand further. 

These articles come out of a number of conver¬ 
sations over the recess. One person asked me what 
I did all day when I was not in the Commons 
Chamber. Someone else asked why the Speaker 
never seemed to call me when I was standing to ask 
a question, despite her shouting at the television 
set. (/ will pass that question on to the new 
Speaker). 

A large part of my work at Westminster is taken 
up with twice-weekly meetings of the Defence 
Select Committee. Select Committees were set up 
in 1979 to scrutinise the working of each govern¬ 
ment department, (Health, Transport etc) internal 
House matters, (the Modernisation Committee) 
regions (Wales, Scotland) or crossing cutting areas 
(Environmental Audit, Public Administration). 

There are currently 19 departmental select commit¬ 
tees. 

Committees fold and are established as depart¬ 
ments are realigned and changed. In October 2008, 
a new Department of Energy and Climate Change 
(DECC) was created so a new select committee to 
scrutinise its work was created. 

The scrutiny role of the committees centres 
around 10 core tasks and four main objectives 
which are written to make sure consistency, while 
also allowing flexibility. 

The first objective is to examine and comment 
on the policy of the department. This includes 
examining new and existing policy proposals, espe¬ 
cially where they are felt to be not working well, 
and to make proposals for new policy. 

Draft legislation and any documents detailing the 
work of the department are also scrutinised. 

The committees monitor expenditure by the 
department, its agencies and non-devolved public 
bodies (NDPB). In defence terms, this remit is very 
large. The departmental budget for 2010 is £36.9 
billion which does not include spending on urgent 
operational requirements (UARs) which are funded 
directly by the Treasury. This process is used to 
fast-track procurement of new or addition equip¬ 
ment or expenditure. 

The department also has a wide range of agen¬ 
cies such as the Defence Vetting Agency, the 
Veterans Agency and the Analytical Services 
Agency which compiles defence statistics. 

Finally, there are the NDPBs with a host of 
responsibilities such as museums, the Advisory 
Commission on Conscientious Objectors and the 
Pay Review Body. 

The third objective is to examine the administra¬ 
tion of the department, including major appoint¬ 
ments, the implementation of legislation and policy 
initiatives, how targets are met and how effectively 
the NDPB and Agencies are working. 

This objective also looks at how the department 
is meeting its Public Service Agreements or per¬ 
formance targets. The Defence PSA for example, 
looks at recruitment and retention of military per¬ 
sonnel. 

In 2008, the PSA report found there was no 
change in Army recruitment and retention but slight 
reductions for both the Royal Navy and Royal Air 
Force. 

The final core task for a select committee is to 
produce reports which are suitable for debates in 
the House. 

You may remember that a recent report by the 
Defence Committee on helicopter capability created 



considerable debate both in the Commons and 
media. To cover this wide range of tasks, commit¬ 
tees can call for evidence and records, employ spe¬ 
cial advisors and meet during the adjournment of 
the House. Many people will remember Dr David 
Kelly’s appearance in front of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

Researching and reading during inquiries is 
extensive and takes up considerable time. 

Until recently, Parliamentary Private Secretaries 
(PPS) were not allowed to also sit on select com¬ 
mittees. When I became PPS to Jim Knight MP, 
Minister of State at the department of Children 
Schools and Families, I had to step down from the 
Environment Food and Rural affairs Select 
Committee (EFRA). 

The rules have now changed and it is possible to 
sit on a select committee, so long as you are not a 
PPS in a different department. 

Membership of select committees varies depend¬ 
ing on government majorities. There are 14 mem¬ 
bers of the Defence committee with a majority of 
government members (7) while the chair is an 
opposition member. 

Each party has different procedures for selecting 
members of the committees, but most appointments 
are vetted by the whips. 

As the work of the committees has grown, it is 
felt that some members no longer seek to serve on 
committees as they feel they take time away from 
constituency work. 

The meetings of select committees are broadcast 
and have a large following among those who have 
an interest in the working a department. They can 
and do show up departmental failures and provoke 
change. 

Over this summer, you may well have heard 
news reports referring to select committee reports 
as ‘an influence group of back bench MPs’ fol¬ 
lowed by government’s initial response. 

I enjoy select committee work. It gives you a 
chance to get inside a department and its responsi¬ 
bilities. The reports are mostly consensual and 
rarely divide on party lines. 

Meetings are not about speeches but questioning, 
probing and analysis. Those who are called to give 
evidence to select committees will usually regret 
being boring, trying to avoid questions or not hav¬ 
ing researched and mastered their brief.

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Mendes’ low-key, offbeat 
comedy is a touching watch 


D espite hav¬ 
ing only 
helmed five 
films (and, I hasten 
to add, numerous 
stage plays), Sam 
Mendes’ work has 
had more than the 
faint whiff of being 
skewed towards the 
awards season. 

That isn’t a criticism by 
any means, the British 
director having made the 
excellent American 
Beauty, the superb yet 
underrated Road to 
Perdition, the well-inten¬ 
tioned but lacking 
Jarhead, and the bleakly 
captivating Revolutionary 
Road. 

What all those films 
had in common, particu¬ 
larly the latter three, was 
their air of austerity that 
made them feel more cal¬ 
culated than they actually 
were. 

Consciously or not, 
Mendes’ fifth, and latest, 
film sees him essay a film 
with a more independent 
aesthetic than his previous 
work. 

In Away We Go, John 
Krasin s ki and Maya 
Rudolph play Burt and 
Verona, a couple expect¬ 
ing a child who, after 
Burt’s parents i nf orm 
them they are moving to 
Antwerp, decide that they 
needn’t be tied down and 
go round America looking 
for the ideal place to raise 
their child. 

Along the way, they 
meet many different peo¬ 
ple who help shape their 
attitudes to where home 
actually is, and the pres¬ 
sures and joys of starting a 
family... 

Given how dramatic 
and stylish his previous 
works have been, Away 
We Go marks a radical 


departure for Sam 
Mendes, to the degree 
where if his name had 
been left off the credits, he 
would have been the last 
person I would have asso¬ 
ciated with this film. 

Gone are the stylishly- 
polished visuals and dark, 
underlying themes, and in 
comes a film where the 
visuals have a raw beauty 
- with a story that is any¬ 
thing but dark, preferring 
to be uplifting and affirm¬ 
ing. 

Not only does this 
allow Mendes to show 
there is more in his locker, 
but it also frees him to 
create a work that is 
raggedly comedic and 
hugely watchable. 

While Mendes has sac¬ 
rificed intricate set-ups 
and wonderfully con¬ 
structed cinematography 
for something far more 
immediate and real, it’s to 
the benefit of the film, the 
road movie nature of the 
storyline blending well 
with Mendes’ low-key 
look. 

While it does smack 
ever so slightly of the 
visual approach taken by 
the raft of independently- 
made, dysfunctional fami¬ 
ly films that have sprouted 
in the last few years, it is 
to Mendes’ credit that he 
balances this out with 
some gorgeous flourishes, 
adding a bit more quality 
and depth to the mix. 

The screenplay, written 
by Dave Eggers and 
Vendela Vida, may be a 
touch episodic, but does 
lend itself to the nature of 
the story, while they man¬ 
age to mine a neat line in 
offbeat and peculiar char¬ 
acters. 

Sketching a story that 
offers little in the way of 
moralising, preferring to 
concentrate on the very 
real issues of finding your 


place in society and the 
world, and the issues that 
arise from that, the pair 
create a script that may 
feel a touch lacking in 
terms of dramatic thrust, 
devoid of any real conflict 
issues, but makes up for it 
with some moments of 
high comedy and tragedy. 

The balance may not sit 
perfectly together, but it is 
certainly a script that 
gives the talented cast 
enough meat to get their 
teeth into - without it 
becoming too heavy. 

The performances are, 
by and large, hugely 
attuned to the nature of 
the story. In the leads, 
both John Krasinski and 
Maya Rudolph are superb 
as the totally devoted cou¬ 
ple trying to ascertain just 
where and what they 
should be doing. 

Krasinski is hugely 
likeable as Burt, convey¬ 
ing a nuanced and relaxed 
turn without cruising on 
autopilot, and shows a 
sure hand with both the 
comedic and the more 
serious turns of the narra¬ 
tive. 

Saturday Night Live 
star Rudolph is a real rev¬ 
elation here, having only 
plied her trade on the big 
screen in lacklustre efforts 
like Idiocracy and Our 
House. 

Showing her flair for 
comedy, but tethering it to 
a turn that requires more, 
Rudolph is absolutely 
wonderful, her chemistry 
with Krasinski creating a 
couple you can’t help but 
like. 

The film revolves 
around the two characters 
for most of the film, but a 
supporting cast of actors 
deliver memorably slight 
turns, including Alison 
Janney as a parent seem¬ 
ingly devoid of any real 
parenting skills and

earth mother with an aver¬ 
sion to using a stroller. 

Chris Messina and 
Melanie Lynskey provide 
the most heartbreaking 
turns as a happy couple 
with issues lurking below 
the surface. 

The more cynical may 
point to the film’s overly 
‘twee’ and whimsical 
nature, and how it can feel 
a touch preachy in parts, 
slightly heavy-handedly 
labouring the point that 
home is where the heart is 
and you can only be true 
to yourself. 

The less cynical, how¬ 
ever, will find this a pleas¬ 
ing way to spend 98 min¬ 
utes of your time, in a 
slight, but ever so like¬ 
able, film. 

VERDICT-A low- 
key, and slightly offbeat, 
delight, Away We Go is a 
beautifully crafted film, 
with Sam Mendes’ direc¬ 
tion an unexpected 
delight. 

Winning performances 
from the cast add to the 
film’s charm, and create a 
likeably charming piece of 
work.

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THE ARMY’S WAR - AREA’S ROLE IN 
THE FIGHT AGAINST THE WEHRMACHT 


by Dr JONATHAN HICKS 


THIS weekS article 
was made possible by 
GEM readers who 
contacted me with 
information on rela¬ 
tives who took part 
in the battle against 
the German ground 
forces during the 
Second World War, 
which began 70 
years ago next 
month. 

AVID 

RENDELL of 
Phyllis 
Street, Barry Island 
was called up on 
May 30,1940. By 
December 1941 he 
was in North 
Africa, fighting 
against Rommel’s 
famous Afrika 
Korps. 

Serving with the 1st 
Armoured Division 
Support Group, he 
described conditions in 
the Western Desert: 

“One week elapsed and 
then our water started to 
get short. 

“Nobody washed, 
shaved or drank for 
days, then we decided to 
use it only for drinking. 
In three weeks we were 
looking like prehistoric 
men with our beards. 
Still, we didn’t mind, as 
Jerry was on the run - or 
so we thought. 

“Then we saw action 
all right. Every day Jerry 
and the Italians bombed 
and machine-gunned us 
and on the third day two 
of my pals were killed. 

“Well, suddenly Jerry 
pushed us back to El 
Aden and during that 
push our company was 
supplying the tanks that 
were fighting a rear¬ 
guard action and some¬ 
times we turned 
infantrymen with them. 

“Eventually, we got to 
Tobruk and then the hell 
started all over again. 

The company was 
detailed to supply 
columns that went out to 
ferret Jerry, and we 


always came back with 
men lost and wounded. 
Soon supplies were short 
and we were ordered to 
surrender. This was my 
first stage as a prisoner 
of war.” 

David Rendell 
remained in German 
captivity for almost 
three years, finally 
returning home on May 
14, 1945. 

Sapper Alec Close of 
the 73rd Field Company 
of the Royal Engineers 
was 24 years of age 
when he was killed 10 
days after D-Day on 
June 16, 1944. 

He had landed on 
Gold Beach on D-Day 
as a member of a beach 
obstacle clearing party. 
They landed close to Le 
Hamel sea wall at 
7.30am and came under 
immediate and intense 
fire from machine guns 
sited in strong points in 
the village. 

Separated from his 
comrades, many of them 
wounded, he proceeded 
to destroy the metal and 
concrete obstacles alone. 
His great courage and 
initiative at this critical 
moment inspired confi¬ 
dence in his comrades. 

He carried out his 
work coolly and rapidly 
until relieved by another 
party. 

For his bravery, Alec 
Close was awarded the 
Military Medal. 

Lance Corporal 
Douglas Allison of 
Trinity Street was 
awarded the Military 
Medal in July 1943. 

Serving with the 
County of London 
Yeomanry, he was the 
75mm gunner in a Grant 
tank when a round 
became stuck in the gun 
and at the same time the 
inter-communication 
within the tank was put 
out of action. 

Despite intense shell¬ 
fire he got out of the 
tank, cleared the 
jammed round and then 
continued to fire by his 
own observations. He 
had already destroyed 
many enemy tanks pre¬ 


viously. Promoted to 
corporal, he was educat¬ 
ed at High Street School 
where he received a 
watch for seven years’ 
unbroken attendance. He 
was captured by the 
Germans in Normandy 
in July the following 
year. 

Another Military 
Medal winner was 
Lance Sergeant George 
Clark of Windsor Road. 
He was serving with the 
Royal Artillery at the 
Anzio beachhead in 
Italy. 

During the breakout, 
his battery was support¬ 
ing an infantry attack on 
fortified hills north of 
Ardes. 

He was ordered to 
extend a signal line for¬ 
ward to the battalion 
headquarters. It was 
dark and there was no 
time for reconnaissance. 
He had no map but 
received a brief descrip¬ 
tion of the route from an 
officer. 

With a line party, he 
set off across no man’s 
land which was being 
shelled by the enemy. 
The line was cut several 
times but he repaired it, 
sometimes under 
machine gun fire. 

Ken Jones wrote to 
me recently to tell of his 
experiences as a tank 
driver with the 13/18th 
Royal Hussars in 
Germany in 1945. 

“We were to advance 
on Bremen and our 
reconnaissance troop 
had surveyed the area 
and given the all clear. 

“I was the co-driver 
of the lead Sherman tank 
and we had travelled 
some 500 metres 
towards the town when a 
German officer appeared 
from behind a camou¬ 
flaged position with a 
white flag. 

“Addressing my tank 
commander, Lieutenant 
Garlick, in perfect 
English he said: ‘There 
has been a 1,000- 
bomber raid on Dresden 
and thousands of civil¬ 
ians have been killed. 
This is not war! Sir,

RHOOSE life¬

what is the point of any 
more loss of life? I have 
four 88mm anti-tank 
guns trained on you and 
could have wiped out 
your squadron (without 
doubt he could have as 
we tank crews dreaded 
the 88mm guns) and I 
can see Germany is los¬ 
ing the war, so why go 
on killing?’ 

“But for his common 
sense, I would not be 
writing this today.” 

Another Barrian serv¬ 
ing in a tank was not so 
fortunate. Thomas 
Howells of Kathleen 
Street was aged 22 when 
he died of wounds 
received in the fighting 
in Normandy. 

Serving with the 
Royal Tank Regiment, 
he had been called up in 
1942. Prior to this, he 
had been a clerical offi¬ 
cer in the Export Credit 
Department of the Civil 
Service in London. He 
had attended the County 
School and was a mem¬ 
ber of St Francis 
Church. 

Sergeant John 
Langworthy, also of the 
Royal Tank Regiment, 
Royal Armoured Corps, 
won the Military Medal 
while serving in the 
Western Desert in 1942. 
He was killed, aged 26, 
in February 1945 during 
the Battle of the 


44th Tank Regiment. 

Reichswald Forest on 
the border between 
Holland and Germany. 

An eyewitness 
described the fighting in 
the forest: “Dozens of 
tanks proceeding for¬ 
ward in lowest gear on a 
wide front through this 
dense forest of tall 
mature trees, crashing 
and smashing everything 
in their path. 

“The noise was 
beyond anything you 
had ever experienced, 
both for sheer volume 
and for terror. Try to 
picture it: dozens of 
tanks in close proximity, 
with engines screaming 
hard in the confined 
acoustic of dense forest, 
and the continuous ear- 
splitting cracks of trees 
being smashed to the 
ground by brute power. 

And the thought that 
you are, at long last, 
heading towards the 
enemy on his home 
ground, with unknown 
terrors ahead.” 

After a hard night’s 
fighting, his unit, the 
44th, had reached the 
railway line south west 
of Udem, complete with 
150 prisoners, and four 
self-propelled guns and 
two tanks destroyed to 
their credit. 

Their progress was 
slowed by the very 
boggy ground, which

was almost impossible 
for tanks, plus the fact 
there was only a gap of 
a few hundred yards 
between the anti-tank 
ditch round Udem and 
the thick woods. The lat¬ 
ter was full of infantry, 
with many Panzerfausts 
(German bazookas), 
who were supported by 
a few SPs, which ran all 
along the Brigade’s long 
open right flank. 

Three of the leading 
troop were destroyed by 
fire from a Jagdpanther 
on high ground to the 
east and heavy fire was 
encountered by a patrol 
of No 4 Troop, trying to 
recce the anti-tank ditch¬ 
es to the south east of 
Udem. 

Then, while support¬ 
ing the infantry to their 
objectives, the squadron 
lost five tanks to heavy 
shooting from the north 
and south west. John 
Langworthy was one of 
15,600 Allied casualties 
during the battle. 

Sgt Angus McIntyre 
was awarded the British 
Empire Medal in 
November 1944 for gal¬ 
lantry in India. 

Bom on Barry Island, 
he joined the Merchant 
Navy as a steward after 
leaving school and later 
worked at Rhoose 
Asbestos Works. 

At the start of the 
war, he volunteered for
